ADVISORY  BOARDS  SED  UP  BY  LAW 


Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled*  That  the  Act  entitled. 
nAn  Act  to  stop  injury  to  the  public  grazing  lands  by  preventing  over¬ 
grazing  and  soil  deterioration,  to  provide  for  their  orderly  use,  im¬ 
provement,  and  development,  to  stabilize  the  livestock:  industry  de¬ 
pendent  upon  the  public  range,  and  for  other  purposes",  approved  Juno. 
28,  1934,  as  amended,  is  amended  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  fol¬ 
lowing  new  section? 

"Sec.  18.  (a)  In  order  that  the  Secheta,ry  of  the  Interior 
may  have  the  benefit  of  the  fullest  information  and  advice  con¬ 
cerning  physical,  economic,  and  other  1’ocaJL  conditions  in  the 
several  grazing  districts,  there  shall  be  an  advisory  board  of 
local  stockmen  in  each  such  district,  the  members  of  which  shall 
be  known  as  grazing  district  advisers.  Each  such  board  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  twelve  members,  ex¬ 
clusive  of  wildlife  representatives,  one  such  representative  to 
be  appointed  by  the  Secretary,  in  his  discretion,  to  membership 
on  each  such  board.  Except  for  such  wildlife  representatives, 
the  names  of  the  members  of  each  district  advisory  board  shall 
be  recommended  to  the  Secretary  by  the  users  of  the  range  in 
that  district  through  an  election  conducted  under  rules  and 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  Secretary.  No  grazing  district 
adviser  so  recommended,  however,  shall  assume  offico  until  he 
has  been  appointed  by  the  Secretary,  and  has  taken  on  oath  of 
office.  The  Secretary  may,  after  due  notice,  remove  any  grazing 
district  adviser  from  office  if  in  his  opinion  such  removal  would 
be  for  the  good  of  the  service. 

"(b)  Each  district  advisory  board  shall  meet  at  least  once 
annually  at  a  time  to  be  fixed  by  thq  Director  of  Grazing,  or  by 
such  other  officer  to  whom  the  Secretary  may  delegate  the  function 
.  of  issuing  grazing  permits,  and  at  such  other  times 'as  its  members 
may  be  called  by  such  officer.  Each  board  shall  offer  advice  and 
make  a  recommendation  on  each  application  for  such  a  grazing  permit 
within  its  district:  Provided,  That  in  no  case  shall  any  grazing 
district  adviser  participate  in  any  advice  or  recommendation  con¬ 
cerning  a  permit,  or  an  application  therefor,  in  which  he  is  di¬ 
rectly  or  indirectly  interested.  Each  board  shall  further  offer 
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advice  or  make  recommendations  concerning  rules  and.  regulations 
for  the  administration  of  this  Act',  the  establishment  of 
grazing  districts  and  the  modification  of  the  boundaries  thereof, 
the  seasons  of  use  and  carrying  capacity  of  the  range,  and  any 
other  matters  affecting  the  administration  of  this  Act  within 
the  district.  Except  in  a  case  where  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Secretary  an  emergency  shall  exist,  the  Secretary  shall  request 
the  advice  of  the  advisory  board  in  advance  of  the  promulgation, 
of  any  rules  and  regulations  affecting  the  district."
